CLYDEBANK, GLASGOW, Scot- 
land, Sept. 26.—Queen Mary today 
christened the new Cunard-White 
Star liner 534 the Queen Mary as 
the great ship started down the 
ways to the water. The Queen 
Mary, which Great Britain thinks 
will be the queen of the seas, slid 
down successfully in a perfect 
launching. 

The choice of the name of a liv- 
ing Queen for a christening was 


most unusual. Until the moment 
of the actual christening no one 
had announced what the ship’s 
name was to be and the sugges- 
tion Britannia ruled a favorite. 
The launching followed a short 
speech by King George. The Prince 
of Wales was present. So were 
United States Ambassador Robert 
W. Bingham, Mrs. Bingham and 


other notables. 


Speech by King George. 

In his speech, King George said 
of the ship: 

“Now, with hope of better trade 
on both sides of the Atlantic, let us 
look forward to her playing a great 
part in the revival of international 
commerce. ... 

“Samuel Cunard built his ships to 
carry mails between two English- 
speaking countries. This one is 
built to carry the people of two 
lands, in great numbers, to and fro, 
so that they may learn to under- 
stand each other.”

Description of Liner.

Won’t Name Man He Paid. 

The letter was signed by Mrs. 
Edith Tabler, cashier in the Build- 
ing Commissioner’s office, who 
serves as secretary of the board.

Wait for Highest Tide. 

The peak of the highest tide of 
the autumn was awaited as the 
signal for Queen Mary to name tne 
ship and send the hull down the 
well-greased blocks into the River 
Clyde and the mouth of the River 
Cart. 

Three other great vessels came 
from these same stocks, the Aqui- 
tania, the Empress of Britain and 
H. M. S. Hood. However, extreme 
precautions were taken to insure 
success because, while the Hood 
actually weighed more, the new 
ship exceeds all with its length of 
1018 feet. 

With only a slight margin of 
safety, despite the fact that one 
of the opposite banks and_ the 
mouth of the Cart had been 
dredged, the hull was fitted with 
18,000 tons of drag chains and a 
whole fleet of tugs was ready to 
act as brakes. 


50 Killed by Wave When Mary 
Christened Ship in 1898. 
Queen Mary, when she was the 
Duchess of York, christened an- 
other ship 36 years ago and the 
simultaneous launching killed 50 
spectators. The tragedy occurred 
at the launching of the H. M. S&S. 
Albion June 21, 1898, at Black- 
wall. People swarmed into the ship- 
building yards and the police on 
duty were powerless to keep them 

in safe positions. 

As the 12,500-ton battleship slid 
into the water, it displaced a huge 
wave which submerged the staging 
on which 200 persons, including 
men, women and children, stood. 
Nearly all of them were, thrown 
into the water and the Bo were 
carried away by the flood tide and 
drowned. 

It was not until later that the 
royal christening party knew of 
the tragedy, for the blasts of sirens 
celebrating the launching drowned 
the screams of the victims.

JOHNSON OUT: 
NEW NRA SETUP 
10 BE ANNOUNCED 


Roosevelt Back at Desk 
With Plans for Changing 


Recovery Machinery, Pos- 


sibly Policies. 


LIKELY TO MAKE 


STATEMENT SOON 


President, in Accepting Ad- 
ministrator’s Resignation, 
Speeks of ‘‘New Duties” 
For Him Later. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Gen. 


Hugh 8S. Johnson is out as admin- 
istrator of the NRA and indications 
point to early changes in the recov- 
ery setup. 

Johnson’s resignation, dated Sept. 
24, was accepted yesterday by 
oo Roosevelt at Hyde Park, 


Johnson wrote to Roosevelt that 
with the reorganization of NRA his 
job would be “superfluous.” Ad- 
dressing him as “Dear Hugh” and 
praising his services, Roosevelt ac- 
cepted the resignation, which is 
effective Oct. 15. Both letters 
spoke of “new duties” for Johnson 
in the New Deal in the future. 

The President returned to Wash- 
ington today with new plans for 
the NRA. They call for impor- 
tant changes in the Recovery Unit's 
machinery and, in the opinion of 
many observers, in its policies. 

Changes Anxiously Awaited. 

What the changes are industry, 
labor and consumers all over the 
United States are waiting to hear. 
There is every sign the President 
will announce them soon. The new 
setup has taken form in the midst 
of terrific pressures. Many busi- 
ness leaders have been demanding 
more of a hands-off policy; labor 
chiefs, some of them crying for 
Johnson’s scalp, have been seeking 
greater strength for workers, a 30- 
hour week and the right to initiate 
code changes; others have been de- 
nouncing “monopoly” and “price- 
fixing.” 

Only the broadest outlines so far 
have been hinted by Roosevelt. It 
is indicated that there will be one 
board to frame policies, another 
group of regents to do the actual 
administering, with judicial func- 
tions transferred probably to the 
Justice Department. 

Whether the resignation of 
Johnson means that the Recovery 
unit is veering toward “liberalism” 
or toward “conservatism” only the 
future can say. Johnson was con- 
sidered farther “to the right” than 
some other high officials, though 
plenty of criticism came his way 
from the conservative group. 

Opposed by Labor Leaders. 

Some labor leaders—including the 
heads of the United Textile Work- 
ers and insurgent chiefs of the 
steel union—had longed for his 
passing from power. -A_ recent 
speech, in which he said the tex- 
tile union broke faith in calling its 
strike, brought denials and an an- 
nouncement that the American 
Federation of Labor, in national 
convention, would be asked to de- 
mand his removal. 

Self-zgovernment by industry, with 
a Government veto power, was the 
keystone of Johnson’s policy. His 
past affiliations have been finan- 
cial and industrial. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins and 
Donald R. Richberg, director of the 
National Emergency Council, both 
of whom had sharp disagreements 
with. Johnson, have been more 
closely connected with labor or wel- 
fare work. Some observers thought 
they saw significance in the fact 
that it was Johnson who went out 
and not they. 

Johnson Suggested Board. 

On the other hand, Bernard M, 
Baruch, financier-economist and 
close associate of Johnson, and 
Gerard Swope, head of General 
Electric, have been mentioned as 
on the NRA 
policy-forming board. It is recalled 
that it was Johnson who suggest- 
ed that NRA be ruled by a board. 

Against any theory that the ad- 
ministration might be steering to 
the left, there was the assurance of 
Secretary of Commerce Roper that 
the New Deal would safeguard in- 
dividual initiative. In a speech in 
Cincinnati last night, the Commerce 
Department head said there was 
no thought of effective “complete 
abolition of the ‘old order’ of our 
economic and social system.” 

Johnson started back to the cap- 
ital today to study his records so 
he can make a final report. 

“Robbie” Going With Him. 

When he steps out finally, “Rob- 
bie,” or Miss Frances Robinson, is 
expected to go with him. She be- 
came a national figure during the 
months when the Blue Eagle em- 
blem was being posted in every 
hamlet.

ENGLISHMAN QUITS 
IN HUFF AND U. § 
AEEPS YACHT CUP 


Skipper Sopwith Fumes 
Over Final Contest but 
Drops Protest and Gives 
Rainbow Victory. 


WON’T CHALLENGE 
AGAIN, HE SAYS 


Angry at Americans, He 
Packs Up at Newport and 
Will Leave as Soon as 


Possible. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 26.—The 
America’s Cup races of 1934 have 
ended in a storm of controversy 
and the United States, by virtue of 
Rainbow’s fourth victory yesterday, 
retains possession of the famous 
yachting trophy it has held since 
1851. 

T. O. M. Sopwith, skipper of the 
English challenger, Endeavour, last 
night automatically wound up his 
challenge by withdrawing the pro- 
test he made of Rainbow’s deciding 
victory, a protest entered chiefly in 
self-defense. 

Harold S. Vanderbilt, skipper of 
Rainbow, had protested in the race 
first, but there was no point in the 
race committee’s debating whether 
it would give Vanderbilt a decision 
he had already won by the margin 
of 55 seconds, so the matter was 
dropped. Thus, Rainbow closed the 
fifteenth series with four straight 
victories, against two for Endeav- 
our. 

Never Again, Says Sopwith. 

Vowing that he never again 
would challenge for the famous 
trophy, Sopwith, thoroughly angry, 
packed and prepared to get out of 
here as rapidly as possible. 

Sopwith filed his first protest 
after Saturday’s race and was 
turned back by the committee. Sop- 
with has been fuming since then, 
and he broke into open anger when 
he charged that exactly the same 
foul he alleged Saturday happened 
again before the start of yester- 
day’s race. 

Saturday, in the jockeying for 
the start, he and Vanderbilt tan- 
gled for the first time over the 
question of right of way. Sopwith 
gave way there, and again at the 
windward mark, where he was 
leading. He lost distance and Van- 
derbilt went ont to win the race by 
one minute, 15 seconds. 

After thinking it over for a cou- 
ple of hours, Sopwith hoisted his 
protest flag and wrote the _ race 
committee that if he had not given 
up his rights on the ocean when 
he did “serious, collisions’ would 
have followed. The committee 
threw out his protest because he 
delayed so long putting up the flag. 

Brush in Final Race. 

Then came the final brush as the 
sloops jockeyed for the start. Three 
times Vanderbilt chased Sopwith 
around in a circle as the English- 
man tried to shake him off. Sop- 
with finally outsmarted the Amer- 
ican by doubling quickly on his 
wake, breaking out a big Genoa 
jib, and getting out of the pocket 
so swiftly that he was over the line 
half a minute ahead of Rainbow. 
But again there had been close 
quarter work as Vanderbilt slid 
under his stern, a few feet away, 
when he made the maneuver. In 
a few minutes Vanderbilt was fly- 
ing the protest flag, and then Sop- 
with ran his up. 

Vanderbilt would only admit aft- 
erward that his protest had some- 
thing to do with the start, but Sop- 
with was more specific. 

“He protested,” Sopwith = said 
heatedly, “because he knew I had 
grounds for a protest and he want- 
ed to get his in first. Having won 
the start, and having been beaten 
fairly in the race, I decided not to 
go ahead with my protest, although 
it was for precisely the same rea- 
son as Saturday. 

“Furthermore, I definitely will 
not challenge again for the cup.” 


London Paper Says Cup Should Be 
Put in Cold Storage. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 26.—Yacht rac- 
ing has proved no great stimulant 
to international amity and under- 
standing, in the expressed opinion 
of London editors. 

Under such editorial headlines as 
“The Last Race” and “The Tainted 
Cup,” newspaper writers ‘generally 
take the view that the protests 
marking Rainbow’s victory over the 
English challenger, Endeavour, have 
stripped the America’s Cup of its 
old glamour ,and lessened the 
chance of further challenges from 
England. 

The Evening News makes the 
suggestion that “it would be better 
for all parties concerned to deposit 
the America’s Cup in one of New 
York’s numerous cold storage ware- 
houses and leave it there for all 
time.” 

Without specifying just what 
should be changed, the Star says 
“The cup races should. be aban- 
doned unless conditions are drasti-

BEANS’ VALUE RISES 
$99 WITH DRIVERS 
OF TRUCK IN JAIL 


State Highway Officials Un- 
able to Figure Out Who 
Should Get Profit.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on his return to the 
White House yesterday said he 
would take up immediately the 
question of NRA reorganization 
and the protest from textile strik- 
ers alleging discrimination by em- 
ployers.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26—A Bronx 
County grand jury today indicted 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann on a 
charge of extortion as the receiver 
of the $50,000 Lindbergh ransom, 
The indictment followed shortly aft- 
er $840 of additional Lindbergh ran< 
som money was found in the Haupts 
mann garage. District Attorney S, 
J. Foley said Hauptmann told him 
it was part of a bundle of money, 
given him for safe keeping by the 
late Isadore Fisch. 

“Every one of the bills is a Lind« 
bergh certificate,” Foley stated. 

The discovery was made _ whi'e 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh was be 
fore the Bronx County grand jury 
telling his story of the futile 
negotiations to ransom his kidnap< 
ed son. 

One Count in Indictment. 

The indictment was handed up 
to Supreme Court Justice Charlie 
B. McLaughlin in the . Bronx 
County building. The indictment 
contained only one count, which 
charged ext:.dion of the $50,000 
Lindbergh ransom money. The 
true bill C, ‘ried Hauptmann’s name 
and list‘ { a number of aliases, in- 
cludin., “Hellmeyer,” and “Bruno,” 
and also his correct name.

RETAIL FOOD PRICES INCREASE 
1.3 PER CENT IN TWO WEEKS 


Rise of 29 Per Cent Since April 15, 
1933—Costs Highest Since 
October, 1931. 


By the Associated Press. 


“WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Re- 
tail food prices, according to a La- 
bor Department report, advanced 
1.3 per cent during the two weeks 
ending Sept. 11, placing them at 
the highest point since October, 
1931. 

The index of prices was 116.8, 
compared to 115.3 for the two 
weeks previous, 118.0 a month ago 
and 107.0 a year ago. 

“The accumulated rise in retail 
food prices,” the department said, 
“has amounted to 29.2 per cent 
since the low point. April 15, 1933.” 

Of the 42 articles of food on 
which the index is based, 23 in- 
creased in price, 8 declined and 11 
remained unchanged.

Money Packed Into Holes. 

The money was tightly wacded 
and packed into five small holes 
bored into a two-by-four about two 
feet long. Wads of bills wee 
found in each of the five holes, 
Below the holes, in a hollowed-ovt 
space, was a small caliber auto- 
matic pistol, fully loaded; which 
would fit in the palm of a man’s 
hand. It bore the inscription “Lil- 
liput Kal—4.25,.” 

Police dismantling the Haupt- 
mann garage did not wait for a 
check of the money, but immediate-~ 
ly rushed it and the revolver to the 
Bronx County Building, where it 
was taken before the grand jury ine 
vestigating the extortion cass 
against Hauptmann, held as re- 
ceiver of the $50,000 ransom. 

A photograph was taken from the 
Hauptmann home to the District 
Attorney's office today of Charles 
F. Brodie, chief clerk to the Bronx 
District Attorney, said he believe l 
two $20 ransom notes had been 
found in it. 

Lindbergh Testifies. 

Col. Lindbergh was in the Bronx 
County building 30 minutes and it 
was reported he actually spent 17 
minutes before the grand jury. 

Within three minutes after he ar- 
rived in the crowded street in front 
of the county building, with its un- 
usually heavy police detail of some 
230 officers, Col. Lindbergh took a 
public elevator that had been re- 
served for him to the eighth floor 
of the buildir zg. 

Here there were some 50 police- 
men on duty and they formed a 
double line for the flyer for his 
short walk from the elevator to the 
door of the grand jury chamber's 
ante-room.

Villagers recalled Anna Schoeff- 
ler as an industrious, hard working 
woman. She emigrated to America 
nine years ago after working as a 
waitress in Switzerland. Two yeais 
ago she returned to Markgroenin- 
gen to visit her parents. 

Herr Schoeffler ekes out a mod- 
est living selling leather accoutre- 
ments for horses and dogs. The 
mother long has been confined to 
her bed. Occasionally, it was said, 
did they receive two or five dollars 
from Anna, usually at Christmas 
time. 

One son of the Schoefflers was 
killed in the war. Another son and

Bentz, who is 36 years old, was 
a respected business man in Port- 
land when he was arrested on Fed- 
eral charges of bank robbery that 
later were dismissed.

MORRO CASTLE 
INQUIRY TURNS T0 
SHIP'S FINANCING 


Shipping Board Official 
Says It-Had $2,700,000 
Mortgage on the Burned 
Vessel. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The Fed- 
eral investigation into the Morro 
Castle disaster took 2a new tack 
today, with the inquisitors delving 
into Government loans to the Ward 
Line, which operated the liner. 

Commander John Walter Barnett 
of the Department of Commerce 
Shipping Board Bureau, was the 
first witness. He identified him- 
self as acting chief of the bureau’s 
division of loans. 

Barnett said the Shipping Board 
had a mortgage interest in the 
Morro Castle, the approximate loan 
to the Ward Line amounting to 
about $2,700,000. 

He had scrutinized the beached 
hulk of the Morro Castle, he said, 
and then described the havoc the 
fire had wrought. He noted, par- 
ticularly, he said, evidences of a 
fierce blaze in No. 3 hold. 

“Was there any connection be- 
tween fire in the writing room and 


the fire in No. 3 hold?” asked Dick- 
erson N. Hoover, head of the in- 
quiry board. The witness’ answer 
was to the effect that there was no 
connection. 

Barnett said that the Morro 
Castle had been constructed to 
meet all Federal requirements, and 
that the Government's contract 
with the Ward Line specified a suip 
designed to afford maximum safety. 

“In Excess” of Requirements. 

The Morro Castle, Barnett de- 
clared, was built “in excess” of all 
legal safety requirements, and 
“above” contemporary vesse's in

BIRDS CAN GET IF THEY 


WIN REMAINING CONTESTS

Paul Dean, who has scored 18 victories in his first year as a 
major league pitcher, and whose last start was a no-hit game against 
the Brooklyn Dodgexs on Friday, will be trying for his first triumph 
of the season over the Pirates this afternoon when he faces the 
troublesome Pittsburgh club in its final contest of the year with the 


pennant-hunting Cardinals, 


If there is anything in the law 
of averages, Paul is due to take 
the measure of the Buccaneers. 
They have caused him much trou- 
ble. He has started against them 
three times and faced them twice 
in the relief role. The records 
show that he has worked 14 in- 
nings on the hill against them and 
in that time the pesky Pirates have 
lambasted him for 25 hits and 16 
runs. In two of his three starts 
they knocked him out of the box. 
In his first start of the year, April 
18, the Buccaneers scored four 
runs in the first two innings. Paul’s 
most recent disaster in competition 
with the same enemy was in Pitts- 
burgh, on Labor day, when he was 
knocked out in an eight-run third 
inning. 

Pennant Can Be Won. 

The game today stands out as the 
most important of Paul’s career. 
The Cardinals, by virtue of Brother 
Dizzy Dean’s victory over the Pi- 
rates yesterday, coupled with the 
defeat of the Giants by the Phillies, 
are only one game behind the world 
champions and the two teams are 
tied on the losing side of the stand- 
ing of the clubs. That means that 
the Cardinals can gain a tie in the 
race for the championship, if they 
can win their remaining five games, 
regardless of what the New York- 
ers do in the three contests still 
ahead of them. 

If the Giants suffer one defeat, 
the Cardinals, by sweeping their 
five remaining contests, can win the 
championship without the necessity 
of a play-off series. If the Cardi- 
nals suffer one defeat, then the 
Giants, by taking their three re- 
maining games, can capture’ the 
pennant. 

Waite Hoyt, a veteran of the base- 
ball wars, who has made a surpris- 
ing come-back this season, prob- 
ably will be on the pitching mound 
for the Pirates. The Cardinals 
knocked him out of the box in the 
ninth inning of the second game of 
Sept. 3, but that was the game in 
which the Pirates came back in 
their half to score three runs, 50 
Hoyt avoided defeat. 

Dizzy Wins No. 28. 

Jerome Herman Dean’s triumph 
over the Buccaneers. in the first 
game of the series, was a thriller, 
on its own merits and because s0 
much was at stake. 

Just as the game started, the 
scoreboard flashed the news that 
the Giants had suffered a defeat 
at the hands of Jimmy Wilson's 
Phillies and that meant that the 
Cardinals could drive on to a pen- 
nant on their own power. 

Dizzy was the right man for the 
assignment. He didn’t feel at his 
best. The excitement of the pen- 
nant hunt has his nerves on edge 
and before the game he said he 
felt ragged. But he said nothing to 
Frisch about it and there was no 
indication of nervousness or wear- 
iness as he went about the business 
of mowing down the enemy. 

And in the very first inning the 
Redbirds gave Dean the runs that 
won the contest. With one out 
Rothrock grounded to short and 
was safe when Vaughan’s throw 
pulled Suhr off first base. Frisch 
lived up to his reputation as a 
great money player, by slamming 
a double to right-center, moving 
Rothrock to third and Joe Medwick 
delivered a useful single to center 
that sent Rothrock home and 
moved Frisch to third.

The Comeback of O’Dea. 


TTENTION to drop kicking 

was also drawn by the sud- 
den return to headlines of the 
greatest drop-kicker the country 
ever knew—Pat O’Dea, an Aus- 
tralian, who after helping to 
make Wisconsin University fa- 
mous on the gridiron 35 years 
ago, hid himself some 20 years 
ago under an assumed name and 
was thought to be dead. 

We in St. Louis heard a lot 
about O’Dea as long ago as 1906. 
That was when Eddie Cochems 
coached the Billikens. Cochems 
played end for Wisconsin during 
O’Dea’s time at Wisconsin U. 

Cochems told about a drop- 
kick O’Dea made against North- 
western which traveled 65 yards. 
But the most astonishing effort 
attributed to this almost legend- 
ary hero was an achievement 
against Minnesota. 


According to Cochems, Wiscon- 
sin was running plays from punt 
formation, with O’Dea at full- 
back. The call was for a right 
end run and O’Dea set out to- 
ward that point. O’Dea, seeing 
that he was soon to be tackled, 
drop-kicked the ball while on the 
run, from Wisconsin’s 53-yard 
line for a score. 

No other drop-kicker in history 
that we recall has ever equaled 
this feat. Although O’Dea was 
not of much use in snock plays, 
his tremendous punting and drop- 
kicking were alone sufficient to 
keep him in the lineup and make 
him famous, 

Football is waiting for another 
drop kicker. An O’Dea in 1934 
could break up a gridiron game 
as easily as the original O’Dea 
did in 1898. 

Moving the goal posts back 10 
yards from the goal line is given 
as one reason the drop-kick has 
passed out.

First 
of all, they know that too much 
ballyhoo at the start is bad fora 
youngster who must win his spurs 
and second, they realize the height 
of the standard to which the great 
back must measure. 

When anyone tells me that we 
have a wonderful freshman back, I 
often answer, “How many yards has 
he gained for fIllinois?” Mean- 
ing that he has yet to be tested 
in the keen competition of the 
Big Ten. 

Don’t call any back great until 
he has gained his first yard and 
sustained his first bump. 

Great backs must be sturdy 
fellows to start with—there have 
been star runners who were 
below par in weight, but  prob- 
ably the best weight is between 165 
and 185 pounds. They must have 
strength and vitality, not only for 
games, but for practice and speed 
and agility. Mere speed is insuffi- 
cient—the back must be able to 
side step, start again in any direc- 
tion. Like a car he needs a quick 
| pickup. 

The truly great back is a triple- 
threat performer who runs, throws 
and kicks in superlative style and 
is a strong defensive player. In all 
the history of football there are only 
a few men who met all these re- 
quirements. As a rule, if a back 
can run and kick, or run and throw, 
his coach will never complain. 


Berwanger a Star. 

One sophomore last year who was 
heralded as a sure fire star was Jay 
Berwanger, Chicago’s big back, and 
it must be said that the enthusiasts 
were making no mistake in praising 
him. Berwanger’s novitiate was all 
ithe more promising because he was 
jon a lesing team.

IX-MAN football, a new game 
G intended for small high schools,

Italy Sends Women Back 
To Kitchen From Mills 


Mussolini Hopes to Solve Male Unemploy- 
ment and at the Same Time Increase 
the Population. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 26. — Premier Mus- 
solini today began his campaign to 
take women from the mill back to 
the kitchen. 


The gradual exodus of woman 
workers from the ranks of indus- 
try and commerce is designed by 
the Fascist state to solve the male 
unemployment question and at the 
Same time increase the population. 

Definite orders were issued by 
the Government today that the 
number of women admitted to ex- 
amination for State and semi-State 
jobs be sharply reduced. 

The Fascist Textile Federation, 
meeting under the presidency of 
Bruno Biagi, Undersecretary of 
Corporations, ordered that, “to meet 
the demand of male employment,” 
men shall form a minimum of 30 
per cent in the weaving branch of 
the industry. Women now form as 


{much as 90 per cent of the total em- 
ployed in the textile trade. 

It was expected similar percen- 
tages soon would be made to apply 
to other branches of the textile in- 
dustry. 

Simultaneously with the textile 
order the export institute ordered 
all woman clerks out. The institute 
has hired a group of young men as 
clerks and stenographers. 

An editorial in Mussolini’s news- 
paper, Il Popolo D'Italia, of Milan, 
indicated today’s move. The news- 
paper said, “The working woman 
creates the problem of population 
(decrease) as well as that of unem- 
ployment. Oftimes the working 
woman saves a family otherwise 
abandoned, but her work generally 
is a source of political and moral 
bitterness. The salvation of a few 
individuals is paid for by the blood 
of the multitude. There is no vic-

“Without bloodshed, the Saar will 
not go back to Germany,” said one 
prominent Saarite, now worki..g in 
Paris to keep the Saar under the 
League of Netions, eventually to be- 
come an autonomous state. 

His attitude was one of bitterness 
toward the neutral European states, 
declaring they had sought to turn 
the Saar into « political fight be- 
tween France and Germany. 

“France has refused to become 
embroiled,” he said, “and encour- 
aged by the attitude of the neutral 
states, Germany has become em- 
boldened in her terrorist cam- 
paign.”

EXPORTS GAIN IN AUGUST 
BUT IMPORTS FALL OFF

Decline in Shipments to U. S. 
Contrary to Usual Seasonal

BARTHOU REBUKES SWISS

French Minister Says Taking Cases 
to League “Endangers Spirit 
of Friendliness.”

GENEVA, Sept. 26. — Foreign 
Minister Louis Barthou of France 
took Switzerland to task before the 
League of Nations yesterday for 
stubbornly pressing war claims. 

“The Swiss claims are ndt justi- 
fied either by the facts or the law,” 
he told Giuseppe Motta, Swiss 
representative. “Such cases should 
not be brought to the League be- 
cause it endangers the spirit of 
friendliness in which we are at- 
tempting to secure peace.” 

Undaunted by the arguments of 
England, France and Italy, how- 
ever, Motta held firmly to his de- 
termination to press his nation’s 
demand for $16,500,000 from the 
three nations as reparations and 
damages for seizure of property 
and other losses. 

Captain Anthony Eden, speaking 
for Great Britain, insisted that 
“the matter cannot legally be dis- 
cussed by the League council be- 
cause there is actually no dispute 
between Switzerland and England 
likely to lead to a rupture.” 

Switzerland has failed to obtain 
satisfactory adjustment of claims 
through direct negotiations, and, 
supported by Spain, wants an ad- 
visory opinion from the World 
Court as to whether the question is 
within the competence of the 
League of Nations. The League 
council designated Jose Maria Can- 
tilo, Argentine delegate, to report 
to it on the question.

We do not have ducks 
and geese, which are primarly affected by these reg- 
ulations, for merely esthetic reasons. They are game 
birds, and as such afford both sport and food. To 


are doing something they ought not to do, or to put 
the conservationists who control these matters on 
the side of mere killing, is absurd. Yet Mrs. Rosalie 
Edge, president of the Emergency Conservation Gom- 
mittee, does these very things in circulars which are 
widely distributed over the country. 

It happens that the chief of the United States Bi- 
ological Survey, which is under heavy attack by the 
Emergency Conservation Committee, is J. N. Darling, 
a sportsman who has none of the blood lust ascribed 
to hunters in these attacks. Mr. Darling has done 
a great deal to give waterfowl the protection they 
must have at a time when their numbers have been 
diminished by drouth in the breeding grounds of the 
North. The open season for shooting these birds has 
been reduced to 30 days. The diying ducks, which 
have been most affected by the drouth, have been 
given the protection of the smallest bag limits we 
have ever had on any of the ducks. It is forbidden 
to take more than five of these ducks in a day. 

In the judgment of Mr. Darling and his associates 

in conservation, it is not necessary to stop all shoot- 
ing. If they thought it was necessary, we are con- 
fident they would do so. Neither is it necessary, in 
their judgment, to stop the feeding of ducks on hunt- 
ing grounds. To do this would be practically to 
destroy the taking of migratory waterfowl in the en- 
tire mid-country. The regulations require that all 
shooting where ducks are fed be done by permit, 
the idea being that those abusing this privilege will 
be debarred from it. This-is reasonable. To say; 
as Mrs. Edge does over her name, that this so-called 
“baiting is unsportsmanlike, treacherous and degrad- 
ing,” and that “it is unfair both to the game and to 
other hunters” and that “‘the wealth and prominence 
of those who practice it do not diminish its infamy,” 
is ridiculous enough to make the ducks themselves 
laugh. Since the marshes at which the ducks for- 
merly fed in migration have almost all been drained, 
there would be no food left for them if it were not 
provided by hunters. The consequence would be that 
the ducks would fly over the whole central country, 
to find food in the more favored regions of the 
South. |

GEN. JOHNSON’S RESIGNATION, 

The problem of reorganizing the NRA will be 
greatly simplified by the decision of Gen. Hugh S. 
Johnson to step down from its headship. For some 
time it had been evident that he had outlived his 
usefulness in his post as NRA administrator. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, apparently, had come to recognize 
this, but had prolonged the General’s tenure out of a 
sense of loyalty to one who had given himself un- 
stintedly to the Roosevelt cause. 

Whatever one may think of the NRA policies, there 
can be only admiration for Gen. Johnson’s great 
organizing abilities and the high devotion with which 
he performed his tremendous task. During the 15 
months of his one-man control of the NRA he prob- 
ably workéed harder than any other man in Washing- 


ton. His hours were long—sometimes 18 or 20 a 


day—and his zeal unflagging. He did more work 
than any man charged with the making of momen- 
tous decisions should ever do. 

Gen. Johnson’s decision to turn his job over to 
other hands, now that the reorganization of the NRA 
has become imperative, will be commended, we be- 


lieve, by the country. It is a decision in his own 


interest as well as that of the NRA. He has richly 


earned a measure of repose—though it is doubtful 
whether his dynamic nature will permit him a large 


measure—and the country will wish him well in 


whatever private or public undertaking he may elect.

GABRIEL FERRAND. 

In the death of Gabriel Ferrand, Washington Uni- 
versity has lost the physical presence of one of its 
true cultural adornments. Born in Toulouse and a 
product in architecture of its Ecole des Beaux Arts 
as well as of the larger institution with the same 
name in Paris, he brought to his work in this coun- 
try the best traditions of the fine arts on the Eu- 
ropean continent. It is only a material measurement 
of his contribution to the development of Washing- 
ton University and American architecture to say that 
while Prof. Ferrand headed the School of Architec- 
ture, the enrollment in that field of study on the 
hill more than tripled, or to note that while he was 
in charge, that branch of the university moved into a 
$300,000 home, Givens Hall. What counted most in 
this scholar was his rare ability as a teacher of 
design to quicken in students a love for the best 
in the oldest of all the arts. But he did not belong 
to the campus alone. As a practicing architect, he 
left his mark here and in places as widely sep- 
arated as Brooklyn and Drury College. In his field. 
he cambined the interests of town and gown in a 
way that approached the ideal.

Survey shows school consolidation would bring saving, averaging 7.83 per cent, in 213 
ot 223 counties studied ; this refutes argument, investigator says, that it might offer 
benefits, but would be too costly; adds that this step alone, however, cannot solve 
tinancial problem; greater efficiency and economy make unification a wise move.

STUDY of the school surveys of 223 
A counties to determine what effect reor- 

ganization of schools has on the cost of 
the school program reveals that this reor- 
ganization program would result in a de- 
crease in expenditures for the same type of 
school program in 213 of the 223 counties. 
The detailed results of this study have just 
been published by the Bureau of Publica- 
tions, Teachers’ College, Columbia Univer- 
sity. 

This study is concerned with the cost fac- 
tor alone, not evaluating the increased edu- 
cational advantages which will accrue as a 
result of the consolidation of schools. It re- 
veals that, measured in weighted elementary 
classroom units or their equivalent, the re- 
‘organization of local school attendance units 
through consolidation of schools will result 
in a decrease in cost in 213 counties and an 
increase in cost in 10. The mean varia- 
tion in cost is a decrease of 7.83 per cent 
of the original cost. If only the rural schools 
were included in the basal percentage, the 
mean decrease would be 9.2 per cent.

It is quite evident from the facts given 
above that it would be to the advantage of 
all counties to reorganize their local school 
programs. Tle small chance which a county 
would face of increasing its educational cost 
as a result of reorganization would be more 
than offset by the improvement in the edu- 
cational offerings. 

At the same time, it must be remembered 
that the contention that problems of educa- 
tional finance would be solved by reorganiza- 
tion is not true. The total bill for rural edu- 
cation in the United States is approximate- 
ly $600,000,000. If the entire rural school 
area were reorganized, the decrease in cost 
would be approximately $55,000,000—a very 
small amount scattered all over the United 
States. The increase in the efficiency of the 
schools, when coupled with the decrease in 
cost, would more than justify any effort 
to reorganize the schools according to modern 
needs and utilizing modern highway facil- 
ities. 

The schools of the 223 counties studied, as 
they are now organized, cost in teaching 
units 1.36 times as much as they would cost 
if the same pupils were enrolled in school 
systems in which no elementary school had 
less than 290 pupils in average daily at- 
tendance and in which no high school had 
less than 726 pupils in average daily at- 
tendance, and where no transportation was 
required. If these schools were reorganized 
according to the plans outlined in the sur- 
veys studied, the cost would be 1.25 times 
the proportional cost of larger schools. 

« ‘ * 

It is not to be denied that the consolidation 
of schools makes possible opportunities for 
better educational advantages which, if util- 
ized, may increase the cost of the educa- 
tional program. The better buildings re- 
quired to put into effect the reorganization 
proposed in the surveys of these counties 
would result in additional cost, on the aver- 
age, Of 38 per cent of the original cost 
of all schools of the county for a period of 30 
years. This would mean that, until the 
buildings are paid for, the average decrease 
in cost would be approximately 4 per cent. 

Three factors seem to affect the variation 
in cost resulting from consolidation: 


| 


1. The amount of consolidation which pre- 
vious reorganization, natural barriers, com- 
munity prejudice, or other limiting factors 
will permit. If the schools of a county have 
already been consolidated, it is natural to 
suppose that further consolidation will re- 
sult in a smaller proportional decrease in 
cost than in counties where no consolida- 
tion has been mad:. 

2. The density of population also deter- 
mines the amount of economy to be gained 
from the consolidation of schools. Counties 
which are densely populated’ have a greater 
possibility of large consolidation than sparse- 
ly populated counties. 


* * + 


3. The number of children per school. This 
is, in a sense, a measure of the consolida- 
tion which has already been effected in the 
county. Small schools require a larger num- 
ber of teachers for the same number of 
pupils than do larger schools. If the schools 
are already large in number of pupils per 
school, a smaller decrease in cost is to be 
expected from reorganization than if the 
schools were small in number of pupils. 

It seems quite evident that county school 
authorities all over the United States should 
take steps to reorganize their schools so 
that modern educational programs could be 
offered for the least possible amount of 
money. The county surveys which were used 
as a basis for this study are excellent ex- 
amples of educational programs which have 
included the entire county and which were 
made with the purpose above in mind. 

Some authorities have contended that the 
reorganization of schools, although offering 
better school advantages, would be prohibitive 
in cost. The results of the study mentioned 
above indicate that this is not the case.

E. S. Briggs Says Only 6000 of 25,- 
000 High School Graduates 
Went On to College. 

Eugene S. Briggs, director of the 
State adult education program, 
spoke at a meeting of the Child 
Conference of Missouri yesterday 
at Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney 
Auditorium.

Fulton, 
large scale farmer and stockman of 
Central Missouri. “We might have 
to mix a little blue grass with it, 
but old Callaway always has some- 
thing of everything that’s good 
and such cane as we have can be 
relied upon to do its duty.” 

“Monroe County has for years 
been famous for the excellent qual- 
ity of its sorghum, and from my 
observation it will continue this 
season to live up to its reputation,” 
says W. W. Fuqua of Paris, Mo. 
“Our cane came through the drouth 
in pretty good condition and has 
come right along since the recent 
series of rains began. If your win- 
ter breakfast is not complete with- 
out biscuits or pancakes’ with 
sorghum, your distress can doubt- 


anywhere, I am sure, where cane 
is a complete failure.” 

“Cane is an excellent drouth re- 
sister, and over in our country it 
held on remarkable well,” observes 
J. R. Fulkerson of Jerseyville, II1., 
whose duties as president of the 
Producers’ Live Stock Commission 
Association takes him over much 
territory. “Up in Jersey County 
we expect to boil down a lot of sap, 
and I know of no section of the 
States that will be completely 
sorghumless. I have seen some 
nice patches of cane in Indiana, 
too.” 

These and other observers agreed 
that only a heavy early frost could 
cause a sorghum shortage.

Child's Expression 
Of Emotion Ought 
To Be Developed

SABEL was a very reserved child 
| trom the time she was a kaby. 

Though she was devoted to her 
parents, she never showed her af- 
fection. 

Her mother did not grow con- 
scious of Isabel's inability to demon- 
strate her feelings until the child 
was about 10 years old. Then she 
realized that the ack of emotional 
outlet was not only beginning to cut 
the child off from contacts, but was 
also acting as a repressing factor in 
the child’s own life, and might in 
time cause her some unhappiness. 

Very wisely, she discussed the 
matter with Isabel herself, and to- 
gether they undertook to remedy the 
matter by quite dexterously remem- 
bering to express affection in some 
way until it came to be a habit... The 
outward expression in turn had its 
effect on the child, who became 
more responsive through making 
the effort to reach out. 

There is a sloppy form of senti- 
mentality often indulged in by moth- 
ers and children which is unhealthy 
because it is both insincere and ex- 
cessive, No child should be forever 
called upon for Kisses and assur- 
ances of love. Nor should the screw, 
“If you loved your mother you'd do 
it,” or, “I don't believe you love me, 
or you wouldn’t be so naughty, ' 
ever be applied to a child. 

Doubt of the love between par- 

ents and children should never be 
suggested, and certainly not by the 
parents. But a certain amount of 
expression should be given to the 
love as much for the sake of train- 
ing the child for future contacts as 
of giving it an emotional outlet at 
the time. 
The child who can never show his 
feelings will eventually find him- 
self shut out from the world, and to 
develop the expression of emotion in 
later life is very difficult, if not im- 
possible.

Airmail Covers 
On Opening of 
Canadian Routes 


Postoffices to Handle Them 
Them on Inauguration 


Next Month. 


The Canadian Post Offices will 
handle first day covers upon the 
inauguration of new airmail routes. 
At the same time it was announced 
that two such routes will be in 
operation within the next few 
weeks. The first, between Rouyn 
and Kewagama, will begin opera- 
tions about Oct. 2. The second new 
airmail route will be hetween Atlin 
and Telegraph Creek and will begin 
operations the first week in No- 
vember. 

Covers intended for the Rouyn 
to Kewagama flight should be sent 
to the District Superintendent of 
Postal Service, North Bay, Toronto, 
Canada, 

Covers for the Atlin to Telegraph 
Creek flight should be sent in care 
of the District Superintendent of 
Postal Service, Vancouver, B. C., 
Canada. 

The correct amount of postage 
should be sent in the form of an 
international money order. Approx- 
imately the same rules and regula- 
tions apply to first day covers in 
Canada as we use in the United 
States. 


News of the Week. 


It has been suggested to the 
Post Office Department that the 
department authorize the printing 
of a combination 1 and 2 cent 
postage stamp. Many thousands 
of 3 cent stamps are now attached 
to letters intended for local deliv- 
ery when only a 2 cent fee is re- 
quired. The new combination 1 
and 2 cent stamp would be of the 
standard size of all regular VU. §S. 
postage stamps but would be sold 
in book form. The purchaser of a 
book of combination stamps could 
separate the 1 from the 2 cent 
stamps for local postage. The com- 
bination stamp would be for letters 
intended for delivery beyond the 
city limits. 

The Post Office Department looks 
favorably upon this suggestion and 
in all probability the stamp will be

The values 
will be 1Rfp, 3Rpf, 4Rpf, 5Rpf, 
6Rpf, 8Rpf, 10Rpf, 12Rpf, 15Rpf, 
20Rpf and 25Rpf. Two values will 
also appear celebrating th: German 
Party day. The stamps will pic- 
ture the castle at Nurnberg with 
the sun in the background illumi- 
nating the emblem of the Nazi par- 
ty. The values will be 6Rpf green 
and 12Rpf carmine. 

POLAND — Two new aairpost 
stamps have been issued here. Both 
values are overprinted “CHAI- 
LENGE—1934” for the Internation- 
al Aviation Cup meet.

An Inclusive Display 
And Winter Accessory Fashions 


Of Fall 


By Sylvia Stiles” 


INCE fashion has decreed that 
§ every costume of this seacon 

must give the wearer an impurt- 
ant look, something has to be done 
about accessories. Only those ti.at 
contribute aesthetically and drz=m- 
atically to a frock or a suit are 
tolerated, so every piece of jewelry, 
every scarf, every bag and every 
‘kerchief must be selected with a 
definite costume in mind and wit.

In keeping with this trend to- 
ward the vogue of important lvok- 
ing clothes, costume jewelry <e- 
signers have been concentrating up- 
on “occasion” themes. No lovyer 
does a designer produce rings or 
bracelets or clips, alone, but he 
created an ensemble consistinz ot 
matching pieces. He knows that « 
woman must have morning jewelry, 
afternoon jewelry and evening jew- 
elry, and that the occasion not only 
demands a definite type, but a defi- 
nite unity. 


The result of all this ensembiing 


jand classifying means that the jew 


elry which is worn with a tweed 
suit cannot appear with satins. It 
means that the trinkets which cure 
largely responsible for the fase'ua 
tion of a cocktail frock would look 
out of place on the ballroom f'vor. 
What is effective with town clo' es, 
does not at all in the country. The 
flatter of rhinestones and syntheuic 
emeralds under electric light fades 
into tawdriness with the rays of 
the sun. 

Because of the extensiveness of 
the needs in costume jewelry lines, 
the selections are decidedly varied. 
Wood in combination with meial 
and composition is regarded as 
most distinctive of the informal 
types. Pieces made netirely of gold 


or silver, quite plain in their de- 
sign, are bridging the sports and 
semi-dressy daytime needs. For af- 
ternoon there is a new and increas- 
ing popularity of pearls, simply, but 
very elegantly styled. The evening 
picture can be as glittering as real 
jewels or their impressive imita- 
tors can make it. 

The illustrations indicate the 
vogue of ensembles. Only one for 
each of the three important types 
of clothes is represented becauze of 
space limitations, but it is typical. 
The tailored theme is expressed at 
upper right. It shows the use not 
only of metal, wood and composi- 


tion, but of color alliance. Color is 
as important as material and wo~k- 
manship in the season’s jewelry 
modes. Polished brown wood, green 
composition and gold colored n:etal 
harmonize beautifully to create the 
clip, bracelet and earring. The t'vo 
latter items have an interesting 
construction, half being of wuod 
and half of composition with tne 
metal strip between. The clip in- 
troduces a corrugated effect with 
gold bands between the ribs. 


ECAUSE other accessories are 
B narmonizea so extensively with 

jewelry this seagon, the pine 
cone velvet ornaments were includ- 
ed in the tailored grouping. These 
are of two shades of green, one 
medium and the other quite dark. 
A suede bag of the dark green 
would be carriec by the woman who 
wants her costume to have a 
studied look. Green is undoubtedly 
the most popular daytime accessory 
color. Of next importance is rust. 
It appears in combination with 
brown and with gold metal. Not 
only bags but gloves are being pur- 
chased to match costume jewelry 
featuring this tone. 

When one thinks of formal after- 
noon clothes for autumn and win- 
ter, velvet and pearls loom conspic- 
uously. In fact, the pearls are like- 
ly to appear with other fabrics that 
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are not so regal but are equally as 
smart as velvet. The pearl neck- 
lace is a high style item. You will 
see it variously interpreted. The 


sketch is of a long strand wrapped 
three times around the neck. The 
single strand which falls slightly 
below the plain, high-necked dress 
is also impressive, as is the cluster 
strand necklace. The button ear- 
ring has a large pearl set and gold 
filigree mounting. The bracelet 
which is made up of strands of 
pearl beads carries on the gold al- 
liance with a novelty filigree clasp. 

The necklace of other beads is re- 
garded with favor at present. Styl- 
ists point out that although neck- 
lines remain high, the cleverest de- 
signers are cutting many quite 
plain. This means that some orna- 
mentation is necessary to relieve 
severity. Strands of imitation ru- 
bies and emeralds are being twist- 
ed together and worn about the 
throat. Wooden beads, some carved 
and others quite plain, although 
highly polished, likewise appear fre- 
quently.

Pour through 
coarse sieve, pressing all pulp 
through. Add sugar and simmer 
until jam thickens.

Cherry Angel Food Cake 
(Delectable Dessert.) 


Eleven egg whites. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One and one-fourth cups sugar. 
- One cup pastry flour. 

One teaspoon cream of tartar. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One-fourth teaspoon almond ex- 
tract. 

One-half cup candied cherries, 
chopped. 

Beat whites with salt until frothy, 
add sugar slowly and beat until 
creamy. Fold in rest of ingred- 
ients, mixing lightly. Pour into un- 
greased tube or angel food cake 
pan. Bake one hour in slow oven. 
Invert pan until cake has cooled 
and carefully remove to cake rack.

What Medicine 
Already Knows 
About Cancer 


Knowledge Already Exten- 
sive, Despite Uncertainty 
Over Definite Cause.

EDICAL men are frequently 
M asked: “When are you going to 

find something out about can- 
cer?” The inference being that we 
know nothing whatever about it. 

What is meant by such a ques- 
tion—the germ of truth that it con- 
tains—is that we are not certain 
of the cause of cancer, and we 
have no certain means of curing 
every cancer, no matter what stage 
it is in. 

Contrary to such haphazard 
opinion, we know ae great deal 
about cancer. It can be classified 
with a number of other similar 
conditions called neoplasms, or 
new growths. In all of these the 
cells of the particular tissue or or- 
gan involved begin to increase in 
number at some localized spot, 
Thus we can have these growths 
begin in fibrous tissue, in which 
case they are called fibroids; or in 
bone tissue, in which pone is called 
an osteoma. 

Cancer develops in epithelial tis- 
sues—skin, glandular. tissue, ete. 
The cells pile up for a long time in 
quite a localized spot, and only 
when the condition is neglected do 
they spread so far as to be out of 
control. On account of their predi- 
lection for epithelial tissues, the 
skin, the lips, the breast and the 
mouth of the 4vomb are the most 
frequent locations for cancer, and 
here modern methods of treatment 
have the best opportunity of pre- 
venting serious consequences by re- 
moving the growth early. 

While there are frequent reports 
of finding some germ as the cause 
of cancer, there is no evidence at 
present that such is the case, and 
indeed every feature would indicate 
that cancer is not a contagious or 
infectious disease. 

Certainly no serum or injection 
having as its aim the destruction 
of the germ or neutralization of the 
toxins of cancer, has been success- 
ful. The colloidal preparations of 
the heavy metals, such as gold and 
lead, act on a different theory. The 
metals have an affinity for the can- 
cer cells, and by uniting, destroy 
them. 

Being a local cell growth, the cure 
of cancer depends upon the com- 
plete removal of the outlaw cells 
in an early stage. This is best done 
by surgery and by radio-activity 
(X-ray and radium). Radio-active

As these are the very 
cells involved in cancer, the value 
of radio-activity is obvious. The 
ideal treatment is surgery followed 
(and sometimes preceded) by radio- 
activity. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 

J. H. L.: “Is pyorrhea contagi- 
ous? Is it possible for a teacher in 
school to communicate it to her 
pupils?” 

Answer: I think not. Pyorrhea 
depends partly upon _ structural 
changes in the gums, and on the 
diet, and unless these conditions 
are established, I do not believe 
that the infection could be commu- 
nicated.

ARO AGHA, a Turk, supposed 
Z to be the oldest man on earth, 

died a few weeks ago at the age 
of 157 years, which was later shown 
to be his true age. He had walked 
over a long span of life. 

How much he had seen and 
known, or at least had the oppor- 
tunity of seeing and knowing! What 
changes were wrought in his long 
day, altering the course of hi:tory 
and the very face of the earth, and 
what a strange world in which he 
died! 

During his life he had seen 
wheels move faster, and wires quiv- 
ering curiously, and finally the 
news flashing over the wireless 
round the world in a split second. 
He nad seen all sorts of fashions of 
dress, fads of thought, fantastic 
philosophies, and novel ways of 
doing. 

Yet, throughout his long life the 
oldest man saw Men and women do- 
ing just what they had always done, 
albeit in ways unlike their fathers’ 
and mothers’—eating and drinking, 
loving, hating, laughing, crying, 
scheming, fighting, suffering, pray- 
ing, cursing, hoping, longing, dying. 

The changes were chiefly on the 
surface; at bottom humanity is 
much the same as when Zaro Agha 
was a babe—gentler and more sen- 
sitive in some ways, yet strangely 
callous and cruel in other ways.
